The ran-Amerlcan may not be aa big 
as anme former expositions, but It will 
be more beautiful than any of them. 
The Exposition site* Is a commanding 
one. containing ;t.M> acres adjoining 
Buffalo's lovely and expansive Dela- 
ware Park. In selecting tbe Spanish 
Benalssance style of architecture as a 
basis for tbe Exposition architects to 
work upon, the managers paid a com- 
pliment to the Latin American 
countries and at the same time pro- 
vided for an effect of surpassing gran- 
deur.
